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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


le This bulletin contains estimates 
relating to the civilian labour force and 
to those not in the labour force. The 
estimates have been derived from the 
results of the Population Survey, which is 
conducted on a sample basis throughout 
Australia. From February 1978, the Survey 
has been conducted each month. Previously, 
the Survey was conducted in February, May, 
August, and November of each year. Figures 
shown for periods prior to February 1978 
have been revised to make them as 
comparable as possible with the results of 
the monthly Population Survey - see the 
February 1979 issue of this bulletin for 
details. 


2. Statistics similar to those contained 
in Tables 1 and 2 of this bulletin are 
published each month as they become 
available, in the publication Monthly 
Summary of Statistics (1305.1) which is 
available free on request to this Office. 
Other data contained in this bulletin are 
also available each month (except for the 
occupation and industry details for 
employed persons, which are available only 
on a quarterly basis). In addition, other 
unpublished data may also be available. 
These data, if required each month as they 
become available, may be obtained from this 
Of fice. 


3. The Population Survey. The Survey is 
based on a multi-stage sample of private 
dwellings (houses, flats, etc.e) and non- 
private dwellings (hotels, motels, etce), 
and covers about one-half of one per cent 
of the population of New South Walese The 
information is obtained from the occupants 
of the selected dwellings by carefully 
chosen and specially trained interviewers, 
the interviews generally being conducted 
during the two weeks beginning on the 


Monday between the 6th and 12th of each 
monthe The information obtained relates to 
the week before the interview (ise. the 
Survey week). Before February 1978, the 
interviews were spread over four weeks, 
chosen so that the Survey weeks generally 
fell within the limits of the calendar 
monthe 


4. Scopes The Survey includes all persons 


aged 15 or more years, except : 


(a) members of the permanent defence 
forces; 


(b) certain diplomatic personnel of 
overseas governments, customarily 
excluded from census and estimated 
populations; 


(c) nmon-Australians on tour or 
holidaying in Australia; and 


(d) members of non-Australian defence 
forces (and their dependants), 
stationed in Austral ia- 


5. Reliability of the estimates. Since 


the estimates in this bulletin are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they may differ from 
figures that would have been obtained if 
the information had been collected from 
occupants of all dwellings (using the same 
questionnaire and interviewing procedures) - 
One measure of the likely difference is 
given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included in the 
Surveye A Technical Note, showing the 
likely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, is shown on page 17 of this 
bulletin. 


6. Classifications of the labour force 


Ca) The Labour Force Classification used 
in the Survey conforms closely to that 
recommended by the Eighth international 
Conference of Labour Statisticians, 1954. 
The labour force comprises ali clIvilians 
aged 15 or more years who, during the 
Survey week, were employed or unemployed. 
The Survey week comprises the seven days 
preceding the interview week {see note 3 
above). The activities of persons In this 
pertod of reference are used in determining 
the classification of those who are 
employed. In addition to this week, the 3 
weeks preceding it are also considered in 
identifying the unemployed. More detailed 
definitions of these two groups follow. 


(b) Employed persons 


i. These comprise all civillans aged 
15 or more years who, during the 
Survey week : 


+ worked for one hour or more for 
pay, profit, commission or 
payment in kind in a job or 
business, or on a farm 
(inctuding employees, employers, 
and self-employed persons); or 


+ worked for 15 or more hours 
without pay in a family business 
or on a farm (ieee unpaid family 
helper); or 


+ were employees who had a Job, 
but were not at work and were on 
paid leave, were on leave 
without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the 
Survey week, were stood down 
without pay because of bad 
weather or plant breakdown at 
their place of employment for 
less than four weeks up to the 
end of the Survey week, were on 
strike or locked out, were on 
workers? compensation and 
expected to be returning to 
their job, or were receiving 
wages or salary while 
undertaking full-time study; or 


» were employers or self-employed 
who had a job, business or farm, 
but were not at work. 


iis These employed persons can be 
classified into : 


. full-time workers (ieee. those 
who usually work 35 hours @ week 
or more, and others who, 
although usually part-time 
workers, worked 35 hours or more 
during the Survey week); and 


» part-time workers (ise. those 
who usually work less than 35 
hours a week, and who did so 
during the Survey week). 


A person who held more than one fob Is 
counted only once - in the Job in which he 
worked most hours during the Survey week. 


(c) Unemployed persons comprise all 
clvilians aged 15 or more years who were 


not employed during the Survey week and : 


ie had actively looked for ful l~time 
or part-time work at any time in 
the four weeks up to the end of the 
Survey week, and : 


- were available for work in the 
Survey week, or would have been 
available except for temporary 
Tliness (iee. lasting for less 
than four weeks to the end of 
the Survey week); or 


« were waiting to start a new Job 
within four weeks from the end 
of the Survey week, and would 
have started in the Survey week 
if the job had been available 
then; or 


iis were waiting to be called back to 
a full-time or part-time Job, from 
which they had been stood down 
without pay for less than four 
weeks up to the end of the Survey 
week (including the whole of the 
Survey week), for reasons other 
than bad weather or plant 
breakdown. 


Note. The figures shown in this bultetin 
for the number of persons unemployed should 
not be confused wlth those issued by the 
Commonwealth Department of Employment and 
Youth Affairs; the latter figures represent 
the number of persons registered as 
unemployed with the Commonwealth Employment 
Service. 


(d)_ Persons not in the labour force are 


those who, during the Survey week, were not 


in the categories ‘employed? or 
‘unemployed’, as defined. 

7. industry classification. The 
classification of Industries is in 


accordance with the Australian Standard 
Industriat Classification (ASIC) described 
in the Bureau publication Australian 
Standard Industrial Classification, 
Vol.» 1 - The Classtfication (1201.0). From 
November 1979, classification is according 
to the 1978 Edition of ASIC while for 
earlier pertods classification was 
according to the 1969 ‘ (Preliminary) 
Edition. 


8. Occupation classification. The 
classification of occupations jis in 


accordance with the Classification and 
Classified List of Occupations (Revised, 
June 1976). 


9. Comparability of series. When 


comparing estimates for February 1978 and 
subsequent months with those for earlier 
periods, it should be noted that with the 
introduction of monthly surveys’ the 
Interviews are now conducted during a two- 
week perlod whereas formerly the period was 
four weeks (see note 3). This change of 
timing may affect the level of the figures 
for any month, but particularly for months 
during which unemployment may be changing 
rapidly.

The !abour force estimates are derived 
the Population Survey by use of a 
complex ratio estimation procedure. This 
procedure ensures that the Survey estimates 
conform to an independently estimated 
distribution of the population by age and 
sex, rather than to the age and 
distribution within the sample itself.

Since the estimates in this bulletin 
information obtained from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings, the 
estimates and the movements derived from 


them are subject to sampling variability; 


that is they may differ from the figures 
that would have been obtained if all 
dwellings had been included in the Survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is 
given by the standard error which indicates 


the extent to which an estimate might have 
varied by chance because only a sample of 
dwellings was included. There are about 
two chances in three that a sample estimate 
will differ by less than one standard error 
from the figure that would have been 
obtained if all dwellings had been 
included and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the difference will be less 
than two standard errors. 


3. A table of standard errors for general 
application to estimates derived from the 
survey, from November 1977, Is given below. 
Details of standard errors for estimates 
prior to November 1977 are contained in the 


bulletin The Labour Force, Australia, 1978 
(6204.0). The figures will not give a 
precise measure of standard error of a 
particular estimate since they are 
averages based on calculations for a 


limited number of past surveys over a wide 
range of labour force characteristics. 
However, they will provide an indication of 
the magnitude of the standard error of any 
estimate shown in this bulletin. 


4. An example of the use of Columns (2) 
and (3) of the table is as follows :- 
lf the estimate obtained from the 
sample is 100,000 (see Cotumn (1)) the 


standard error is 3.9 per cent of the 


estimate, i.e. 3,900 - and there are 
about two chances in three that the 
true figure is within the range 96,100 
to 103,900 and about nineteen chances 


in twenty that this figure is between 


92,200 and 107,800. As the standard 
errors in Column (3) show, the smaller 
the estimate, the higher is the per 
cent standard error. 
5e The movement in the ievel of an 
estimate is also subject to sampling 
variability. The standard error of the 
movement depends on the levels of the 
estimates from which the movement is 
obtatned rather than on the size of the 
movement. An indication of the magnitude 


of standard errors of monthly movements is 
also given in the Table, Column (4) - where 
the standard error of the monthly movement 


is read against the larger of the two 
estimates appearing in Column (1) from 
which the movement is derived. The 


estimates of standard error of monthly 
movements apply only to estimates of 
movements between two consecutive months. 
Movements between corresponding months of 
consecutlve years, or between two other 
non-consecutlve months, will generally be 
subject to somewhat greater sampling 
variability than is indicated in Column (4) 
of the Table. An example of the use of 
Column (4) Is as follows : 


\f the estimates for two successive 
months are 480,000 and 500,000 (i.e. an 
increase of 20,000), this Column shows 
that the standard error of the monthly 
movement wil! be 5,100 (the figure 


shown in the Column against 500,000 in 
Column 1). That fs, there are about 
two chances in three that the monthly 
movement lies between 14,900 ‘and 
25,100 and about nineteen chances In 
twenty that it lies between 9,800 and 
30,200. 


A guide to the standard errors of quarterly 


and annual movements for periods from 
February 1978 can be obtained by 
multiplying the figures in Column (4) 


(standard errors of monthly movements) by 
1.4. The standard errors of quarterly 
movements for periods prior to February 
1978 were published in the Technical Note 
in the November 1977 jtssue of this 


bulletin. The standard errors of ennual 
movements prior to February 1978 are 
contained In the bulletin The Labour Force, 


Australia, 1978 (6204.0). 

6. The standard errors of estimates 
relating to agricultural employment are 
generally somewhat higher than the standard 
errors of other estimates of the same 
magnitude. Estimates for femates also tend 
to have higher standard errors than 
estimates of equivalent size for males in 
similar employment categories. The 
standard errors for Sydney Statistical 
Division are approximately the same as for 
New South Wales as a whole. 


7. The reliability of an estimated 
percentage, computed by using sample data 
for both numerator and denominator, depends 
upon both the size of the numerator and the 
size of the denominator. However, the per 
cent standard error of the estimated 
percentage will generally be lower than the
